New Army Regulation 
Clarifies GSC Duties 


Modification of the plan for the 
functioning of the General Staff in its 
relationship to the field armies in time 
of emergency is contained in a revision 
of Army Regulation 10-15, just issued by 
the Adjutant General. The revision is 
the first complete one in several years, 
replacing the old AR 10-15 dated Nov. 
25, 1921 and the changes dated July 2, 
1927, and incorporating the Four Army 
plan and the War Department General 
Council, both of which were devised dur 
ing General Douglas MacArthur's tour 
as Chief of Staff. 

It will be recalled that at the time the 
Four Army Plan was formulated it con- 
templated the Chief of Staff holding the 
dual position in time of peace of being 
both the Chief of Staff and the Com 
manding General of the Field Armies and 
that in time of emergency he automati 
cally stepped out as chief of staff and 
becume general of the Armies in the fleld. 
With him he would take his assistant 
chiefs of the War Department General 
Staff as his staff in the field. The deputy 


chief of staff then would step up and 
become chief of staff. While this was 
never completely set forth in’ Army 


Regulations it was the policy of the De 
partment and at the time of the first 
Army maneuver (at Raritan Arsenal, 
N. J.) it was carried out completely, 
Later studies, however, have resulted 
in a modification of this plan. Many offi 
cers believed that the old plan took too 
much for granted; that the President 
might well decide he would want to keep 
the man he had chosen as his chief mili 
tury adviser ay his chief of staff during 
an emergency and send some one else 
into the field. There was also a belief 
that in time of emergency it would be 
too disrupting a proceedure for the Chief 
of Staff to quit the War Department and 
take his key assistants with him leaving 
his deputy to pick new assistants. The 
smooth, efficient operation of the War De 
partment General Staff, they held, is too 
important a factor in un emergency to 
threaten by an exodus of trained

Editors, Commenting on Spanish War, Foresee Danger to World Peace 


The Spanish Rebel victories in the north and the replacement of a weak Left 
Republican cabinet at Madrid by a stronger more Radical regime are seen by Ameri- 
can newspaper editors as significant developments in the progress of the Spanish 
Civil War. General Mola’s victory at Irun is held to be an important but not vital 
achievement for the Rebel side, to some extent offset by the strengthening of the 
Loyalist Government. A long, continued bloody struggle is predicted, with increasing 
danger to world peace. 





“Coincident with rebel capture of Irun after the bloodiest and most prolonged 
battle of the Spanish civil war, the Madrid government has undergone sweeping 
change, Which may have important effect upon the fratricidal struggle,” declares the 
Washington Star. “If contiguous San Sebastian’s fall follows victory at Irun, the 
insurgent forces will have achieved strategic successes of magnitude in the Biscay 
coast region, because it will then be possible to utilize for decisive attack on Madrid 
in the area north of the capital large bodies of General Mola’s men who for a month 
have been occupied in the Irun sector, 

“In the south and northeast Franco's armies still have plenty of work ahead of 
them before they can join forces with the troops menacing Madrid from the victorious 
fields around [run. * * * All in all, military fortunes continue to fluctuate from hour 
to hour, now favoring the rebels and now the government, leaving the final outcome 
still hanging uncertainly in the balance. The only assurance is that far-flung and 
ruthless fighting on both sides seems in indefinite prospect, as the kaleidoscopic con- 
flict rages with unabated fury, 

“It is amid these mercurial battle conditions, accompanied by savage destruction 
of life and property that new leadership has taken the helm at Madrid. The outlook 
is for more intensified and united effort to cope with the rebellion.” 

“Presumably Mola can now destroy any further threat to his rear from the San 
Sebastian area, and so free himself for the oft-postponed ‘drive’ through the Guadar- 
rama pusses upon Madrid,” comments the New York /erald-Tribune, “The Cabinet 
reorganization in the capital seems an admission that the government's military 
position is worsening and that the Fascist pressure is rising and demanding new 
energies if it is to be stayed. * * * Largo Caballero, at its head, is both an organizer 
and a platform leader, personally popular and administratively able; at his back 
is the largest, best-organized and most disciplined of the trade-union groups, which 
is radically socialistic in temper, while he himself is apparently prepared to accept 
the drift into a socialist state as something historically inevitable. His rise to power 
should perhaps give the government unity of purpose, offensive power and military 
effectively which it has lacked; and by so much it should tend to offset the rebel 
successes in the field. But it would also seem to signalize the end—growing more and 
more inevitable as the civil savagery has spread—of any hope for republican Spain. 
Naked force has asserted itself; power resides where the rifles are, and neither side 
can win now save over the smoking ruins of nearly everything which Western political 
society has for centuries been striving to build.” 


“It is useless to speculate on the immediate outcome,” states the Baltimore Sun, 
“for those who ruled in the past have resolved that they will rule again at any cost, 
while those who have risen from poverty to demand rule in their own name and their

“What may be forecast, however, with reasonable assurance is that the hope of 
liberal government in Spain, which flowered with the overthrow of the De Rivera 
dictatorship and the flight of Alfonso, is now a thing of the past. If Fascism carrics 
the day in the field, there will be dictatorship, and it will be dictatorship of such 
brutality as may be necessary to intrench itself, If militant Socialism and Communism 
carry the day in the field again there will be dictatorship, and dictatorship of such 
brutality as may be necessary to intrench itself. 

Again have liberalism and democracy been extinguished in a European nation. 
And by so much the terrible tension in the Europe of today, begotten of dictators, is 
made yet more appalling. The marching radicals of Paris and the speeding cruisers 
of Italy tell that story all too clearly.” 

“It is becoming more and more clear that, whichever side wins, the result of the 
civil war in Spain will be a catastrophe,” the Philadelphia /uquirer states. “The 
passions raised by the savagery of the fighting can not be quickly stilled. By taking 
Irun yesterday the insurgents gain a great advantage. The dominance of the Govern- 
ment in the north is gravely threatened, and the hemming in of the Madrid is no 
longer an impossibility. 

“The claim, however, that four-fifths of the country is in rebel hands is no doubt 
exaggerated. The Government troops have driven the enemy out of Huesca, the key 
to Saragossa, and at various other points it seems to be strongly entrenched. Further- 
more, the nature of the terrain is such that a long resistance from the losing side is 
inevitable. 

“With a conflict of extreme cruelty thus raging, the preservation of neutrality by 
the Powers becomes more diflicult.” 

“They will be able.” says the Washington Post, of the northern victories, “to 
release a considerable number of men hitherto engaged in the assault on Lrun, for the 
Guadarrama front. But their task is far from finished. The southern rebel Army 
under General Franco is still many miles from Madrid while at Toledo the rebel 
garrison in the Alcazar appears to be reaching the end of its rope. * * * It is clear, 
therefor, that a decisive victory by either side is still rather remote. The orgy of 
destruction and bloodletting is apparently destined to go on and on. * But it is 
unlikely that the government itself will take the offensive. * * * The new government at 
Madrid faces no easy task. It is beset by enormous difliculties. But the change of 
xuard at the capital at least means the replacement of a dummy government by one 
Which reflects the popular will in areas loyal to it.” 


The New York Vimes thinks that, “the Rebels’ task, however, of ‘moppin up’ the 
north may not be easy. Bilbao, the industrial and commercial center of that region, 
remains staunchly loyal to Madrid and has yet not been seriously threatened. The 
terrain, moreover, which except for the narrow coastal plain is mountainous and 
heavily wooded, is ideal for guerrilla warfare. It may, therefore, be some time before 
the plans of the rebel generals of closing in on Madrid from the north and south—se 
often announced can be safely carried out.”

Third Army, in CPX, Plans Defense Against Adva 


ncing “Blacks” 
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Ft. Sam Houston, Tex. — The Third raids, was made on Galveston Island. the “Black” Army was advancing on a 


Army, whose advance elements have been 
slowly retiring before a mythical invad- 
ing “Black” Army, has organized a de- 
fensive position with outposts, along the 
general line: WHITSETT-GREEN, with 
a view to stopping the “Black” advance 
on San Antonio, Tex. 

This is the situation as it exists at the 
present time in the Command Post Ex- 
ercise of the Third Army, directed by 
Maj. Gen. Frank Parker, Commanding 
the Third Army and the Eighth Corps 
Area, at Ft. Sam Houston. The exercise 
is based on the assumption that a mythi- 
eal “Black” foreign power has invaded 
the southern shores of the United States 
and is advancing on San Antonio. The 
Third Army, at an assumed strength of 
156,000, is composed of troops from the 
Fourth and Eighth Corps Areas. 

War was declared Aug. 20 and the same 
day instructions were received from the 
War Department to begin a “paper” 
mobilization. Frontier forces theoreti- 
cally were placed along our land border 
and coast to delay any hostile invasion or 
landing while the rest of the forces were 
being assembled. 


Convoy of 200 Ships 

A large convoy of “Black” troops 
rounded the western coast of Cuba on 
the night of Aug. 25 and on Aug. 27 was 
sighted 25%) miles southeast of New Or- 
leans, steaming in the direction of Galves- 
ton. The convoy consisted of about 200 
ships. On Aug. 28, “Black” observation 
aviation, accompanied by pursuit, was ob- 
served over various localities on the Gulf 
Coast from the mouth of the Mississippi 
River to the mouth of the Rio Grande 
River. 

The following day a feint attack, par- 
ticipated in by the entire “Black” Expedi- 
tionary Force, and accompanied by air 


Mechanize Cavalry Brigade 

Plans are virtually completed for the 
transfer of the 13th Cavalry regiment 
from Ft.

This force withdrew under cover of thick 
weather and an aviation screen, but on 
the morning of Aug. 31 made successful 
landings in the vicinity of Corpus Christi 
and Brownsville and pushed back the 
American defending forces. 

This hostile force was constantly being 
augmented until by Sept. 11 a force of 
235,000 consisting of two corps of four 
divisions each and additional army troops 
had landed. The American territory now 
occupied extended from Austwell on the 
Gulf through Refugio, Skidmore, Rami- 
rena, Hebbronville, Rio Grande City to 
Brownsville; an area of approximately 
12,000 square miles, 


Third Army Assembles 

In the meantime, the Third American 
Army had been assembling in the San 
Antonio area, and our defending forces 
along the coast had increased in strength 
although unable to cope with the large 
“Black” invading army. These frontier 
forces had been organized into a covering 
force, and by Sept. 1 it consisted of the 
Ist Cavalry Division, 2nd Division and 
4th Division a strength of 35,000. Its 
mission was to delay the advance of the 
Black Army while the rest of the Third 
Army was concentrating in the San An- 
tonio area. By Sept. 12 the concentration 
of the Third Army had been completed, 
and the covering force had been reorgan- 
ized into a provisional cavalry corps con- 
sisting of two Cavalry Divisions, two Bat- 
talions of Artillery, and the Ist Mechan- 
ized Cavalry Regiment. 

The “Black” Army began its march on 
San Antonio, Sept. 12. A cavalry screen 
was thrown out to the front and flanks, 
and behind this the rest of the army was 
massed on all available roads. Our 
cavalry and aviation were able to deter- 
mine that in rear of the cavalry screen

wide front with four of its Infantry Divi- 
sions abreast and the rest of the army 
massed behind. A Cavalry Brigade was 
on either flank, and an Infantry Division 
was between Laredo and Hebbronville. 


Take Defensive Position 

To meet this formidable, hostile army, 
the Commanding General issued orders 
Sept. 13 for the Third American Army to 
take up a defensive position on the line 
of hills running west from Falls City, in 
order to block the advance of the “Black” 
Army on San Antonio. 

The Third Army now consists of two 
Infantry Corps, the Fourth and Eighth, 
a provisional Cavalry Corps, and the 
Third Composite Wing of the GHQ Air 
Force. The Eighth Corps is composed of 
the 2nd Regular Army Division, the 36th 
Texas and the 45th Oklahoma, New 
Mexico, Arizona and Colorado National 
Guard Divisions. The Fourth Corps has 
the 4th Regular Army Division, and the 
80th Georgia, Tennessee, North and South 
Carolina National Guard and the 3lst 
Louisiana, Mississippi, Alabama and 
Florida National Guard Divisions. 

In addition to the troops of the Third 
Army that are working on this defensive 
position, there are seven civilian labor 
companies of 250 men each. The 30th 
Division and the 5ith Cavalry Brigade 
left Atlanta, Ga., Sept. 17. The first train 
load is expected to arrive in San Antonio, 
Sept. 19. 

The advance of the Black Army has 
been delayed somewhat by the Provisional 
Cavalry Corps, but by the evening of the 
18th its advanced elements were ap- 
proaching the line: WHITSETT-GREEN, 
with the main force concentrating be- 
tween this line and the line GHORGH 
WEST-BEEVILLKE, for an attack against 
the defensive lines of the Third Army.

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Mileage for Overland Travel 

Regulations governing the payment of 
mileage for overland travel by personnel 
of the Army are now under revision. 
Pending the complete revision of AR 35- 
4820, AR 35-4880 and AR 35-5020, the 
War Department has announced that the 
following changes in those regulations 
will be effective : 

1. AR 35-4820. 

1, Statutory provisions, 

c. When travel is performed by Government- 
owned automobile, places between which the 
travel was performed and meter readings 
representing the distances traveled must be 
shown on mileage and = reimbursement 
vouchers, which will be accepted as prima 
facie evidence of the correctness of such dis- 
tances, provided that where such distances 
are in excess of those shown in the Official 
Mileage Tables or W.D., F.D. Form No, 46 
(Request for Official Distance), computed as 
provided in a above, the latter distances will 
govern. 

16. General.—a. Individuals belonging to 
the Army including the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps, the Organized Reserves, and the En- 
listed Reserve Corps, traveling under compe- 
tent orders which entitle them to transporta- 
tion or transportation and subsistence, as 
distinguished from mileage, who travel by 
privately owned conveyance shall be entitled, 
in lieu of transportation by the shortest 
usually traveled route now authorized by law 
to be furnished in kind, to a money allowance 
at the rate of 3 cents per mile and for the 
same distance: Provided, That this provision 
shall not apply to any person entitled to 
traveling expenses under the “Subsistence 
Expense Act of 1926." See act May 29, 1928 (45 
Stat. 975; U. 8. C. 37 :20a; sec. 1543, M. L., 1929). 

b. When travel is authorized or performed 
by privately-owned automobile or motorcycle, 
places between which the travel was per- 
formed and meter readings representing the 
distances traveled must be shown on reim- 
bursement vouchers, which will be accepted 
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as prima facie evidence of the correctness of 
such distances, provided that where such are 
in excess of those shown in the Official Mile- 
age Tables or W.D., F.D. Form No. 46, com- 
puted as provided in paragraph 1a, the latter 
distances will govern. 

2. AR 35-4870.—Paragraph 2n is added as 
follows: 

n. Government-owned automobile transpor- 
tation furnished.—When transportation is 
furnished by means of a Government-owned 
automobile, deduction should be made for the 
actual distance via the route traveled and 
computed in the manner prescribed for travel 
performed by this means in paragraph Ic, AR 
35-4820. 

3. AR 35-4880. 

2, Official Mileage Tables. 

e. Overland travel by automobile or motor- 
cycle.—In all cases where mileage is payable 
by disbursing officers for travel performed by 
Government-owned automobile under the pro- 
visions of paragraph 1c, AR 35-4820 and where 
money allowance is payable for travel per- 
formed by privately-owned automobile or 
motoreycle under the provisions of paragraph 
16b, AR 35-4820, the distance governing pay- 
ment will be the speedometer readings ex- 
cept that payment will not be made for any 
distance in excess of that shown in Official 
Mileage Tables or W.D., F.D. Form No. 46 
(Request for Official Distance), established 
pursuant to the provisions of the act of June 
12, 1906 (34 Stat. 246). 

4. AR 35-5020.

f. Special data in certain classes of accounts.

Pharmacists for Medical Corps

Navy-Marine Corps Selection 
(Continued from First Page) 
tion.” 
Retention on Naval Reserve 

As the report was being whipped into 
final shape, it was understood that it 
contained a proposal to lessen enforced 
retirements in all grades up to captain 
by retaining some oflicers not selected for 
advancement on the active list as extra 
numbers and assigning them to duty with 
the Naval Reserve. This plan which has 
been considered at length by the Board, 
would to some extent slow up the rapid 
increase in the retired list. This feature 
would not remove any of the drasticness 
of the present selection in the upper 
grades but would lessen elimination. 

Under the plan, it is said, selection 
boards will designate certain of the of- 
ficers not selected for retention for use on 
Reserve duty. They will be the ones con- 
sidered best fit of those not selected. It is 
argued that under this plan such officers 
not only would be more useful to the Gov- 
ernment in time of peace than if retired 
while still in the prime of life, but also in 
time of emergency they would be better 
qualified for duty than if they had re- 
turned to civil life. The plan will be ap- 
plied to lieutenant commanders, and, to a 
much smaller extent to commanders. It 
may also be applied to lieutenants. 

One feature of the study which has oc- 
casioned much interest is several pro- 
posals for stimulating promotion through 
all grades by installing some form of en- 
forced attrition in flag rank. Two ideas 
come in: one that rear admirals who fail 
to fully measure up should not be al- 
lowed to stay on the active list holding 
down the minor flag jobs until they reach 
the age of 64; and second that officers 
who have finished their last cruise with 
the Fleet should not be continued on the 
active list in a shore post unless they are 
especially valuable in an advisory capac- 
ity on the General Board. 

It has been suggested that a selection 
board pass on officers for advancement to 
the upper half of the rear admirals’ grade. 
One fault of this is that it probably would 
mean the convening of an additional 
board annually and there is objection 
now to withdrawing officers from their 
commands and bringing them to Wash- 
ington three times a year for periods 
ranging from two weeks to more than a 
month. The plan said to be favored by 
the General Board is that a certain rate 
of attrition be required in the flag rank 
each year. If death, retirements for age 
and physical disability and voluntary re- 
tirements do not bring about sufficient 
vacancies then the Secretary of the Navy 
would designate officers for retirement 
from among those due to be retired within 
a few years. 





Meanwhile another proposal for im- 
proving selection is being considered at 
the Department and in the field. The 
Bureau of Navigation has drafted a new 
fitness report designed to give more con- 
cise and accurate information regarding 
officers’ abilities. The proposed new re- 
port form has been submitted for com- 
ment to fleet and shore commanders of 
flag rank and may be approved in the 
near future. The principal feature of the 
proposed new report is that instead of 
grading officers on a point basis, in the 
various characteristics set forth, the 
terms “average,” “above average,” and 
“outstanding” would be used. It is con- 
tended that while a mark of 3.7 or 3.8 
means different things to different peo- 
ple, the above terms have a definite mean- 
ing. 

A suggestion of the plan for utilizing 
passed over officers on duty with the 
Naval Reserve is contained in a letter 
recently sent out to Naval Reserve units 
by Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief 
of the Bureau of Navigation. In trans- 
mitting the proposed new Dill for reor- 
ganization of the Naval Reserve to Re- 
serve officers for comment, Admiral An- 
drews said, among other things: 

“The bill is based on the decision that 
the peace-time Navy should be composed 
of three components, as follows: Regular 
Navy (active and retired), the fleet re- 
serye, and the naval reserve. 

“The provisions of law affecting the 
fleet reserve will form a separate bill to 
be prepared later. The fleet reserves will 
be composed of officers and men of the 
Regular Navy transferred to this class 
and ex-Navy enlisted men now in civil 
life (italics ours). 

“* * * The official designation of each 
component of the naval establishment 
would be as follows: (1) Lt. John Doe, 
USN; (2) Lt. John Doe, USN retired; 
(3) Lt. John Doe, FR, USN; (4) Lt. John 
Doe, USNR.” 

While this was sent out to the Reserve 
some weeks ago, the General Board’s 
study was then just about completed ex- 
cept for details. Furthermore, it is 
learned that the proposal is now contained 
in the report. 

Other features of the General Board 
report include recommendations (1) that 
selection from lieutenant to lieutenant 
commander be revised to permit advance- 
ment without limitation of all officers 
considered qualified for promotion; (2) 
a guarantee that every officer be con- 
sidered by at least two selection boards 
with different members; (3) selection 
from promotion list groups rather than 
Naval Academy classes, to assure equal 
treatment for large and small classes. 


European Squadron Recreated 

Announcement was made this week by 
the Navy Department that early in Octo- 
ber the European Squadron will be re 
created under the command of a flag 
officer, designated, however, as tempo 
rary. 

The USS Quincy, it was said, will re 
turn to the United States early next 
month to conduct her final acceptance 
trials and the USS Raleigh, now under 
overhaul at the Norfolk Navy Yard will 
proceed to European waters as her relief. 
Rear Adm. Arthur P. Fairfield, com 
mander of Cruiser Division 7, Scouting 
Force, will hoist his flag on the Raleigh, 
a light cruiser, and will assume command 
of Squadron 40-T, upon arrival in Spanish 
waters. Squadron 40-T will be compo 
of the Raleigh, the destroyers Kane and 
Hatfield and the Coast Guard cutter 
Cayuga. 

Additional strength will be available to 
the squadron in the new type Co 
Guard cutter George W. Campbell, which 
is leaving next week on a shake-dowD 
cruise to the Azores. While not under 
orders to report to the new squadron it 
will be available in case of need.

Adoption of any form of drastic selec- 
tion for the Coast Guard is now out of the 
question and probably will be a dead is- 
sue in the Service for at least several 
years. 

Since the revolt of opinion against the 
bill sponsored by Headquarters and the 
Treasury Department nearly two years 
ago, the officer personnel question has 
been a topic of intensive discussion and 
study not only by the Permanent Board 
which took up the matter officially, but 
also by ranking officers at Headquarters 
and the Service at large. It now is cer- 
tain that no selection legislation of such 
wide scope will be presented to the next 
Congress by the Department. 

It is fairly well agreed that in view of 
the Navy's troubles with selection and 
furthermore the proportionately smaller 
commands which prevail in the Coast 
Guard that selection up or comparative 
selection in any form which requires that 
a fixed number of percentage of officers 
in each grade be eliminated each year 
would not be a good thing for the Coast 
Guard. If any changes are made, opinion

at Headquarters is that it should be con- | 


fined to selection out of dead wood. In 
say ten years, when the large number of 
officers taken in during prohibition en- 
forcement begins to cause trouble, some- 
thing may have to be done. But the idea 
seems to be at present that this prospec- 
tive “hump” does not need immediate 
drastic measures. 

It is entirely possible that no legisla- 
tion at all may be sought at the next 
Congress. The action taken in the past 
year under existing law, is believed by 
many to be sufficient. Stricter action by 
examining boards, especially in the con- 
sideration of fitness reports, can weed out 
the inefficient and keep other officers on 
their toes, it is contended. The tightening 
up of examinations for promotion, the 
placing of one officer out of the line of 
promotion, and a general drive to improve

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efficiency already have brought results, 
which may result in a decision not to 
seek additional legislation. If any bill is 
presented to Congress on the subject, it 
probably will be to augment rather than 
supplant the procedure now in effect. 

This does not mean that the entire bill 
submitted in the last Congress is dead. 
On the contrary, the non-controversial 
sections not having to do with selection 
undoubtedly will be sent to Capitol early 
next Winter. 

Navy Relinquishes Radio Control 

Effective Sept. 15, the Coast Guard re- 
sumed operation of its communications in 
the Middle and North Atlantic region, for 
the past two years handled by the Navy. 

The radio stations at Winthrop, Mass., 
New London, Conn., and Rockaway 
Beach, N. Y., were returned to the Coast 
Guard, which again took up operation of 
its communications. Under terms of an 
executive order two years ago, the sta- 
tions were transferred to the Navy and 
the Navy transmitted all Coast Guard 
messages in that area over the Navy net- 
work. The arrangement was to be on 
trial for two years and was in the nature 
of an experiment. 

However, the Coast Guard and the 
Navy as a matter of policy decided to re- 
turn operation of the stations to the 
Coast Guard. During the entire time, of- 
ficials state, the Navy rendered efficient 
service which was satisfactory in all re- 
spects to the Coast Guard. As a result of 
the two year period the two services are 
now working in close cooperation and the 
Coast Guard can coordinate its stations 
with the Navy at all times. 

New Cutter to Azores 

The new 3827-foot cutter George W. 
Campbell will leave New York next week 
on a shake-down cruise that will take her 
to European waters. The vessel is to sail 
Sept. 22 and will arrive at the Azores Oct. 
1, under orders to remain about a week.

: AT THE MOMENT OF THE RECEIPT by the Bureau of the Budget of the 
National Defense estimates for the next fiscal year, Secretary of State Hull made a 
radio address upon foreign affairs which fully justifies the arms policy pursued by the 
President. Heretofore the Secretary has said that Peace is skating upon thin ice, and 
in his latest remarks discussing war as if it were inevitable, he succinctly observed : 

The World waits” waits because conditions abroad are not tranquil or secure, and 
because of the increasing acceptance of the idea that “the end justifies all means.” 
Facing a situation controlled for the individual by two rules, compulsory subordination 
to autocratic will, and the ruthless pressure of might, and, for the nations, by dis- 
turbed conditions everywhere and universal increase of armaments, the Washington 
Administration deemed it essential to increase our own defense forces. Then the 
Secretary set forth a truism which the American people should ponder: “We would 
not serve the cause of peace by living in the world today without adequate powers of 
self defense, We must be sure that in our desire for peace, we will not appear to any 
other country weak and unable to resist the imposition of force or to protect our just 
rights.” Doubtless when the Secretary penned those words he had in mind not only 
history, but the annihilation of Ethiopia, the present experience of China, and the 
acquisitive threats of Hitler toward Russia. Further, probably he had in mind the 
necessity of a sufficient backing of force to assure respect for the declarations he must 
make to nations whose contemplated aggressions promise injury to American interests. 
Fortunately, our country realizes that the way to keep out of war and preserve its 
rights and territory, is to show it is prepared for it. This national sentiment has been 
demonstrated by the approval given to the expenditures of the Roosevelt Adminis- 
tration, expenditures imperatively required because for years after the World War 
the Government had refused to grant moneys to maintain our then inadequate land 
and sea and air machines in an effective condition. We have no doubt that large as 
the new War and Navy Department estimates may appear, the people will insist with 
the President that they must be allowed. 


DOUBTLESS THE WELL PAID AGENTS of certain pacifist societies are deriv- 
ing satisfaction from the publicity they received in connection with their attack upon 
Maj. Gen, George Van Horn Moseley, commanding the 4th Corps Area. Only by such 
evidence of activity can these lobbyists show their contributing members that they are 
doing something noble in th® cause of peace. If they had personal acquaintance with 
the General, they would know he is no more militaristic than they, and if they had read 
carefully what he published in “Happy Days,” they might have gathered that he was 
proposing nothing militaristic, but something which would have increased the value 
of the CCC to the country and further equipped the lads who are or will become 
members thereof. The General would take the six work days and divide them into 
two parts, one, in continuance of the present scheme of duty, and the other, every 
other day, devoted to basic military training, “not militaristic in any sense.” In other 
words, General Mosley was not suggesting that soldiers be made out of the enrollees. 
In fact, we can state the idea never had entered his mind. But he has taken a deep, 
personal interest in the young men who have been placed within his jurisdiction. 
He is looked upon by the vast number of them as a father concerned about their well 
being, and the development of their character and their ability to reenter the ranks 
of civil workers. From this experience, he has come to realize that through the 
application of recruit instruction, particularly relating to physical training, responsi- 
bility, ete., further progress in character building could be made. Indeed, so enthusi- 
astic is he about the CCC that he would like all the Nation's lads to enjoy the enlarged 
opportunity which he proposes. Various suggestions of the same kind have been in 
the minds of other officers who have directed the organization and control of the 
CCC, and these officers have had no more thought of militarizing the country than did 
General Moseley. The President has announced his advocacy of the Corps “for con- 
tinuation under existing policies,” which means the Moseley plan will not be approved. 
But we believe, nevertheless, that some such plan is worthy of adoption. 


IT HAS TAKEN THE INCISIVE PEN of Newton D. Baker to punch holes into 
the propaganda of the Nye Investigating Committee that American munition makers 
and bankers forced the United States into the World War. Writing for Foreign 
Affairs, the great War Secretary points out that when the United States entered the 
struggle in 1917, there were simply no American munition makers of the class which 
has been held up to infamy, and that the attitude of President Wilson toward bankers 
was such that he could not truly be accused of favoring any policy they advocated. 
It was German submarine warfare directed against American life, which was solely 
responsible for our acceptance of the existence of a state of war. Those of us who 
were in Washington prior to and upon our entrance into the war, can confirm the 
Secretary’s statement. It was the declaration of unrestricted submarine warfare by 
the German Government, which precipitated the dismissal of Count von Bernstorff, 
the German Ambassador. That diplomat himself agreed when he presented the 
declaration to the Secretary of State that it meant war. Following the Ambassador's 
departure in February, 1917, our government still hesitated to join in the hostilities. 
It sought by statements and the arming of our merchant ships to protect our life and 
commerce. But it was apparent that the German government had deliberately chosen 
the risk of enmity rather than to abandon its destruction of American life, and there 
was no other course for a self-respecting Nation to pursue than to fight. The Nye 
Investigating Committee has sought by the production of profits of the Duponts and 
other large munitions firms to prejudice the country against the firms which worked 
night and day to equip its sons with the necessary armament. It forgot to recall 
what Secretary Baker points out, that “somehow we got through—in the opinion of 
the impatient not too well” only through the patriotism of existing manufacturers 
and the conversion of industrial plants into producers of war materials.

Rh. B.—The widow of a retired officer or 
enlisted man would be entitled to a pen- 
sion after his death under the following 
circumstances alone: 

(1) If he died from causes incident to 
his active service. This could be only 
from the disability for which he was re- 
tired or from some cause which appears 
on his medical record and can be shown 
to result from his active service. The 
pension in this case would be $22 a month 
if the disability was the result of peace- 
time service or $30 a month if the result 
of war service. 

(2) If he served 90 days during the 
Spanish American War, Boxer Rebellion 
or Philippine Insurrection, his widow 
would be entitled to pension of $30 a 
month regardless of the cause of his 
death. The limiting dates of service for 
this pension are April 21, 1898 to July 1, 
1902. In addition those who actually 
served in the Moro campaign up to Sept. 
1, 1903 would be eligible. To be eligil 
for this pension the widow must ha 
been married to the veteran prior to 1922.

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] Tactical Doctrine Soviet Army. The 
Approach March.—The formulation of 
a Soviet division, on the march, is charac- 
terized by an unusual strength of the 
advance-guard, comprising at least one- 
third of the Infantry and a very con- 
siderable portion of the artillery, approxi- 
mately one-half of the divisional artillery 
with an occasional attachment of Corps 
artillery, even long range calibers. The 
tendency is to act offensively, without 
delays in order to gain initiative in the 
early collisions. The remainder of the 
organic artillery is at the head of the 
main body; security is furnished, on the 
flanks and front by aviation and me- 
chanized units. 

The advance by bounds or phase lines is 
not recommended, except in isolated 
cases, and is regarded as time consuming, 
leading to loss of initiative. The advance- 
guard may act independently and its ac- 
tion should be energetic ; the intervention 
of artillery is to be equally aggressive, 
from forward firing positions, even in 
advance of the support ; advantageous fir- 
ing positions are sought aggressively to 
establish fire superiority; artillery con- 
ducts reconnaissance with the leading in- 
fantry elements. 

Generally speaking, this represents a 
tendency to gain surprise and defeat the 
enemy by speed, aggressiveness and 
superior strength of the leading elements ; 
the tendency involves decentralization of 
command and independence of units en- 


gaged. 


The Offensive.—Normally, the divi- 
sion is grouped roughly into: a) an 
element of fixation (the advance guard) 
of about one-third of available strength; 


b) an element af maneuver, the main 
body; 3) the reserve, about one-ninth 
of available strength. Frontages: (if 


the enemy is in position) four to six 
(if the enemy is in position) four to six 
kilometers for the corps; two kilometers 
for the division; one to two kilometers 
for the regiment; 500 to 1000 for the 
battalion. These frontages are enlarged, 
if the enemy is in movement, viz: corps: 
eight to twelve kilometers; division: four 
to six kilometers; regiment: two to three 
kilometers; battalion: one to two kilo- 
meters, 

The infantry supporting weapons 
(heavy battalion) are employed by the 
regiment but may be released to battalion 
and companies, for close-in support, in 
close terrain, fog, ete. 

The divisional artillery furnishes di- 
rect support, one battalion per infantry 
regiment. Corps artillery is frequently 
released to divisions but maintained as a 
groupment for unified firing; the Corps 
receives ordinarily an artillery division 
from G. H. Q. reserve; in that case, it 
releases one regiment to each division, 
retaining a third for its own use. 

The offensive is conceived as one of 
relentless aggression, like the advance- 
guard action; the mass of fires is placed 
far forward notwithstanding the risk of 
lack of cover and vulnerable positions ; 
under cover of this fire, the maneuver ele- 
ment attempts flanking actions. Flank 
maneuver is sought under any conditions, 
with the enemy either in position or in 
movement; with the enemy in position, a 
secondary attack is staged perhaps lead- 
ing to a break through. The line of de- 
parture is placed as close to the enemy as 
practicable, about 800 to 1,000 meters; 
the C. P. of artillery are within 500 to 
1,500 meters from the enemy, the battery 
locations within two to three kilometers. 
The artillery ordinarily undertakes an 
intensive preparation of three to five 
hours. 

The battalions, of the first attack wave, 
preceded and accompanied by tanks, seek 
enemy artillery and reserve locations; 
they advance resolutely, avoiding centers 
of resistance that can be turned or out- 
flanked, leaving their reduction to other 
attack echelons further in rear “. .. every 
unit advances as deeply as possible into 
the gaps of the enemy dispositions. Ar- 
tillery must support as closely as possi- 
ble, displacement forward, by echelons, in 
order to assure continuity of direct fire 
support...” The action, as it proceeds, 
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leads to a complete decentralization and 
is maintained at “a rapid pace” (rythme 
rapide) but the objective is to break the 
enemy’s will, to destroy him, not to gain 
terrain. 

The Defensive.—The Soviet Regu- 
+ lations consider the defensive as a 
purely provisional measure, pending 
preparations for offensive dispositions 
elsewhere ; regrouping of forces ; economy 
of force, ete. 

The general zone of the defense is not 
strictly defined; there is an outpost and 
a main line of resistance; here too, con- 
siderable latitude is left to local com- 
manders. 

Normal defensive frontages are as fol- 
lows: Corps: 24 to 30 kilometers; divi- 


sion: eight to twelve kilometers; regi- 
ment: three to four kilometers; bat- 


talion: one to two kilometers ; company : 
500 meters to one kilometer; the relative 
strength of units varies with the mis- 
sion: about two-thirds for the defense 
and local counterattacks ; about one-third 
for major counterattacks or counter-offen- 
Sive; about one-ninth for reserves if 
flanks need attention. 

The heavy infantry weapons operate 
against local targets especially on anti- 
tank missions; the organic divisional ar- 
tillery furnish direct support by specific 
assignment to definite infantry units 
(battalion and companies), with contin- 
gent missions in neighbouring zones. 
Corps artillery is charged with counter 
battery and ordinarily is controlled by 
groupments, 

During the enemy preparation, the 
divisional artillery fires concentration on 
his line of departure, to break up the at- 
tack in the beginning; thereafter fire is 
concentrated on tanks as they appear ; all 
units defend in place, even if surrounded 
and resort to counterattack as soon as 
practicable. 

Larger frontages are also considered by 
a system of interlocking fires and loosely 
connected strong points or a mobile de- 
fense of possible routes of enemy ap- 
proach; in that case, decentralization of 
units, especially artillery, is anticipated 
with artillery-infantry liaison affected by 
the close support of units as small as the 
infantry company.—(Revue dartillerie 
June 1986) 


The views of Isserson.—These ab- 

stracts of current regulations contain 
nothing startling except, perhaps, the defi- 
nite commitment of considerable forces to 
the advance-guard which may draw the 
main body into an action not entirely de- 
sired by the commander. The emphasis 
on the offensive, the aggressive spirit like- 
wise is not an exclusive feature of Rus- 
sian conduct of war. However, there is an 
application of probable Russian methods 
in the views of Isserson, a Russian in- 
structor in tactics, with reference to the 
situation on the Russo-Polish border.— 
Isserson believes that the strategy of the 
World War, which failed, was “line 
strategy” and substitutes “depth = strat- 
egy’; he anticipates a greater echelon- 
ment in depth than ever before. The 
modern attack is conceived as a series of 
waves which continue with increasing 
strength to batter against the obstacles in 
front. Massed aviation operates as the 
first echelon, tanks and motorized units 
constitute the second echelon and behind 
them the battering ram of large infantry 
units. The breakthrough was the major 
problem in 1914-1918 but it was only a 
means to an end: to reach the enemy rear 
areas; it failed because mobile units for 





exploitation were lacking; they are now 
available in mechanized formation. 
Isserson challenges the theories of 
Schlieffen, who stressed strength on the 
flanks, for eventual maneuver, and be- 
lieves in uniform echelonment in depth, as 
a meuns of penetration and decisive ex- 
ploitation. 


Infantry: New Russian Training 

Regulations. The “Strojewoj ustaf 
Pechoty 1934” supersede a similar edition 
of 1928; the present edition is tentative, 
subject to practical tests: the new edi- 
tion became necessary through the intro- 
duction of the “combat unit,” similar to 
the German “Kinneitsgruppe” (reinforced 
type infantry squad). The text arrange- 
ment is in three sections: 

I Training Section. 

a) Individual Training, Squad and See- 
tion Training. 

b) Section, Platoon, 
talion and Regiment. 

Il Combat Training. 

a) The Section, Company, Battalion. 

b) Rifle Section and Howitzer Section. 

Ill Heavy Machine-Gun Units. 

Certain chapters of the old edition were 
eliminated, viz: marches on skis ; bayonet 
combat; hand-grenade manual; cyclist 
formations. This type of material ap- 
pears in separate monographs. On the 
other hand, the chapter on anti-gas pro- 
tection, particularly measures against 
area-gassing, ete., is appreciably enlarged. 

The term “Kinheits Gruppe” (standard 
combat-team or unit) is not applicable in 
the meaning of the corresponding German 
formation; while it is true that the pres- 
ent rifle squad is grouped around the 
auto-rifle (light machine gun), the sec- 
tion contains a hand-grenade squad and 
the company two heavy machine gun see- 
tion; the Russians therefore continue to 
regard the “EKinneitsgruppe” primarily as 
a rifle unit or squad. 

This rifle squad or section consists of 
one squad leader, eight riflemen, and one 
machine gun; in view of this small size, 
there can be no tactical division into fire- 
support and maneuver unit. 

The platoon consists of three rifle 
squads and one grenade squad; grenades 
are fired from rifles, equipped with cer- 
tain improvements, such as a bipod, ete. ; 
the grenade squad consists of one leader 
and six men; the capacity for high-angle 
fire, within the platoon, is a tendency to 
independence of ordinary support fire: 
this same tendency is present in the or- 
ganization of the company, with its own, 
organic heavy machine gun sections. 

Close-order formations have been sim- 
plified. The assembly formation is line of 
sections (three rifle squads and one gre- 
nade squad abreast, each in single file, of 
nine men); the heavy machine gun pla- 
toon takes post behind the center of the 
company ; to form march column (column 
of selections) the flank platoon marches 
directly to the front and is joined, in 
column, by the remaining platoons.

Miscellaneous Intelligence.—(«@) Ger- 

many. A decree of Aug. 24 increased 
the compulsory service in the German 
armed forces from one to two years; the 
new measure is estimated to furnish 
eventually a standing army of about 1,- 
000,000 men; the status of 1914 was 800, 
946. The increase cannot be fully ef- 
fective in less than a year but represents 
an immediate increase of about one-third 
of the present strength. The reason for 
this decision is officially stated to be the 
“military menace of Soviet Imperialism” 
expressed in the Soviet decree of Aug. 11 
which lowered the conscription age from 
21 to 19 years, an increase of 300,000 for 
the Red Army.—The implication, in this 
move, point at the hardly disguised Ger- 
man aspirations for the rich grain lands 
of the Ukraine; their value to the Ger- 
mans was impressed on her when, after 
Brest-Litowsk, she was able to feed her 
Starving population from that region. 

(b) Italian Maneuvers 1936: The area 
of the current Italian maneuvers (Aug. 
25-31) is laid on wooded and mountainous 
terrain, with elevations ranging from 
2,800 to 5,800 feet, due East of Naples. 
It is a region practically devoid of water, 
The troops comprise the IX and X Corps, 
Sth Infantry Division, one mobile divi- 
sion (troppe celere), one motorized. bri- 
gade, and services. In a general situa- 
tion involving exploitation of success and 
counter-measures, new units will be 
tested, especially the reconnaissance de- 
tachments of infantry regiments and a 
thorough test of the new infantry sup- 
porting weapons: the infantry mortar 
Mod. 1935 (1.7 in.) the 3.1 inch mortar; 
the improved machine gun 3.1 inch and 
the anti-tank gun of 1.85 inch. It is ap- 
parent that the campaign in Abyssinia 
has not interfered with the continuous 
preparation of the Italian Army. 

(c) British Air-Maneuvers 1936. More 
than 100 bombers and 70 fighters partici- 
pated in a three day exercise to test air- 
attack and = air-defense. The method 
usually adopted for defense is to hold 
fighter squadrons on the ground until 
warning is recived of the approach of 
enemy formations; the increasing speed 
of modern bombers, however, give a very 
narrow margin of warning ; Consequently, 
standing patrols were employed ; the num 
ber of interceptions was remarkably high. 
However, the enemy engaged in low-flying 
raids, at 300 to 500 feet (hedge-hopping) 
and could not be prevented from complet- 
ing his attack; for those who visualized 
air attack as a high altitude, dive-bomb- 
ing attack, the fact is disconcerting that 
this low-flying raid reached its objective 
unharmed, It is obvious that the standing 
patrol is no answer to this novel method. 
Perhaps the ridiculed ‘apron’ may yet be 
useful to at least force invading squad- 
rons to keep a reasonable height. A fast 
low flying raid, in close formation not 
only eliminates the possibility of attack 
from below by other aircraft but compels 
such an attack from above, under the col- 
centrated cross-fire of the rear gunners.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 


“B” Board to Meet—Composition of the Board for the Classification of officers under 
section 24b of the National Defense Act was announced in War Department Special 
Orders this week and it was directed to convene in Washington, Sept. 30. Those 
named on the board are: Maj. Gen. Frank R. McCoy, Maj. Gen. Charles E. Kilbourne, 
Maj. Gen. William E. Cole, Brig. Gen. William K, Naylor, Brig Gen. Dana T. Merrill, 
and Brig. Gen. Daniel Van Voorhis. In the original orders Brig. Gen. Charles D. 
Roberts and Brig. Gen. Robert O. Van Horn were appointed but yesterday orders 
were issued relieving them and appointing Generals Kilbourne and Van Voorhis 
in their stead. 











Pan-American League of Nations—Considerable concern is felt in some circles in 
Washington over what may come out of the Pan-American Peace Conference to be 
held in Buenos Aires, Argentina, beginning Dec. 1. An elaborate agenda has been 
arranged by the Pan-American Union on suggestions received from members, covering 
every idea ever suggested among nations for preservation of peace. Despite the broad 
and all-inclusive program outlined, however, the meeting has been publicized as a 
gathering of American nations to “reconstruct the Monroe Doctrine” on broader inter- 
national foundations.” 

What is intended, according to some, is a “modernization” of the historic Monroe 
Doctrine under which in the future all of the nations of the Americas will apply 
the creed as a joint proposition intended for the protection of all. And while this 
may be an excellent idea to promote friendly as well as trade relations with South 
and Central American countries, a few cynics are wondering where this would leave 
the United States as the dominant power in the Western World. In the past in the 
few instances in which foreign powers interfered in Latin American governmental 
affairs, the United States took immediate action and made it plain we would enforce 
our Monroe Doctrine. As a result we happily have had little occasion to back it. 

The proposal to “broaden” the Doctrine, however, seems to involve the 
creation of “League of Nations of the Western Continent” which must meet to 
decide whether the broadened Monroe Doctrine has been violated in any instance, 
and to vote whether action shall be taken against the invader. Must the United States 
await a possibly delayed meeting of this League for action which may vitally affect 
our interests? And in such a League may we not be outvoted by the numerous smaller 
Latin-American countries? A full declaration of American views on the problem is 
awaited prior to the meeting. 

While the Monroe Doctrine is the prime consideration, the official agenda pre- 
sents many problems, solution of any of which there is little hope. Creation of an 
American Court of Justice, and other methods for settlement of inter-American dis- 
putes, neutrality, limitation of armaments, and promotion of closer economic problems 
and cultural and intellectual relations are only some of these. The following is the 
full text of the program before the congress : 

“I—Organization of peace: 

Methods for the prevention and pacific settlement of inter-American disputes: Considera- 
tion of possible causes of controversy and of measures for their peaceful solution; co-ordina- 
tion and perfecting of existing international instruments for the maintenance of peace; 
consideration of additional measures for the maintenance of peace and the pacific settlement 
of inter-American controversies; measures intended to secure the prompt ratification of 
treaties and conventions for the maintenance of peace; generalization of the inter-American 
judicial system for the maintenance of peace; consideration of the desirability of creating an 


inter-American Court of Justice. 
Consideration of other measures tending towards closer association of the American 


Republics and their relation to other international entities. 
Neutrality and Arms Limitation 


Il—Neutrality : 
Consideration of rules regarding the rights and duties of neutrals and belligerents. 


11l—Limitation of Armaments: 
Necessity of limiting the organization and armaments of national defense, so as only 


to guarantee internal security of the State and its defense against foreign aggression. 


1V—Juridical Problems: 
Consideration of methods for the future codification of international law; formulation 


of principles with respect to the elimination of force and of diplomatic intervention in cases 
of pecuniary claims and other private actions; unification of the international American 
principle and of national legislation with respect to the problems of nationality ; consideration 
of civil and political rights of women, 

V—BEconomiec Problems: 
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Measures to promote closer economic relations among the American Republics; tariff- 
truce and customs agreements; agreement on sanitary regulations affecting the interchange 
of animal and vegetable products; equality of trade opportunity; financial cooperation; 
international aspects of the problems of immigration; promotion of travel; other measures. 

Improvement of communication facilities; maritime communications; the Pan-American 
Highway; other measures. 

Measures for the improvement of the intellectual, moral and material condition of workers. 

VI—Intellectual Co-operation: 

Measures to promote closer intellectual and cultural relations between the American 
Republics, and the development of the spirit of moral disarmament.” 


System of Army Awards—The Army system of awards and decorations, strength- 
ened in the past few years by the addition of the Purple Heart and the Silver Star 
decorations, is now further augmented by a relaxation of the time restrictions for 
awards of the Purple Heart for acts since February 22, 1932. It was announced this 
week that AR 600-45 will be amended by changing paragraph 17c (2) to read as 
follows: “For acts or service after February 22 ,1932.—For acts or service performed 
subsequent to February 22, 1932, the Purple Heart may be awarded without restric- 
tion as to time elapsed between the date of acts or service and date of recommndation 
or award.” Under the regulations, before this revision, it was provided that such 
awards must be made within three years of the act or service and the recommendation 
must be received within two years. The Purple Heart is given to those who were 
wounded so as to necessitate treatment by a medical officer or “to persons who, while 
serving in the Army of the United States, perform any singularly meritorious act of 
extraordinary fidelity or essential service.” 


Chanute Field Instructor Wins Triple Honors—At the recent International Conven- 
tion of the Photographers’ Association of America, held in Chicago, Mr. Harold 
Hedger, Senior Instructor, Ground Photo Division, Department of Photography, Air 
Corps Technical School, Chanute Field, had three of his pictures accepted by the 
Jury of Selection for hanging in the picture exhibit of the Convention. One of these 
pictures attained a position of honor in the prize class by the award of a Blue 
Ribbon in the commercial classification. Any place in the picture exhibit must be won 
in open competition with all photographers in the world, as the Convention is Inter- 
national, several thousand pictures being submitted from all parts of the world, 
The prizes which include the medal and blue ribbon winners are awarded among the 
fifty best pictures. The picture which won the Blue Ribbon was a piece of field 
artillery in action at night, the photograph itself being made by its own light, namely 
the flash of gunfire. The officer in command and the gun crew are all plainly visible. 
The pictures awarded the honor of hanging in the exhibit were also interesting. One 
was an example of the circular symmetrical composition in an exterior commercial 
subject, a system of scaffolding used in the repair of a smokestack being selected to 
exemplify this feature. The other picture, an example of night photography made 
with the aid of nothing more than a 2-cell pocket flashlight for the illumination, was 
of a subject very common in the Southern States but somewhat rare in Illinois. It was 
a picture of an ugly cactus which blossoms only at night; the very beautiful flower 
it gives is sometimes known as ‘Star of the East.” 

All three of the above mentioned pictures are typical of the varied kinds of work 
a photographer may be called upon to do at any time and are in line with instruction 
at the Air Corps Technical School. 

Mr. Hedger was appointed as Instructor in Photography, U. S. Army Air Corps, 
with assignment to Chanute Field, in March, 1931, and is a graduate of the Illinois 
College of Photography. This occasion marks the second time Mr. Hedger has won 
International honors, the former at the convention in 1982. 


Praises Chaplains’ Wives—<A splendid tribute to the chaplain’s wife is contained 
in a circular letter sent out by Col. Alva J. Brasted, chief of chaplains. “The chaplain’s 
wife,” the letter states, “is a minister’s wife, and her duties are not very different 
from that of the wife in the civilian pastorate. Wherever it has been our good 
fortune to meet the wives of chaplains we have found them doing not only house- 
hold and social duties but the manifold services of the army pastorate, teaching in the 
Sunday School, taking a leading part in the Ladies Aid or Guild, helping to direct 
the Girl Scouts and other post welfare organizations, ministering to the sick and 
needy, playing the piano for religious services and often directing choirs, making 
pastoral calls with their husbands, helping in the post Christmas exercises (often 
nearly a full time job for two or three weeks), assisting in about every activity 
of the chaplain and many others. The judgment of the chaplain’s wife is usually 
right and invaluable to her husband. In our home and in yours she is the “better 
half.” My comrades, there is not space to speak of all the very helpful services 
rendered our cause by these good wives. They are not employed to draw salaries, 
yet how faithfully they serve. Theirs is a work of love. All honor to them, the faith- 
ful wives of chaplains, and also to hundreds and thousands of others, wives of officers 
and enlisted men, who are self-sacrificing workers, and an invaluable asset to our 
spiritual objective of character building and morale.” 


Army Aids Cosmie Ray Test—A recomputation of instrument recordings shows that 
the second of five flights of sounding balloons sent into the stratosphere from Fighth 
Corps Area Quadrangle at Ft. Sam Houston, Tex., last July, reached an altitude 
of 92,000 feet, Maj. Gen. Frank Parker Commanding the Third Army and Eighth 
Corps Area, has been informed by Dr. Robert A. Millikan, California Institute of 
Technology, Pasadena, Calif. 

Dr. Millikan announced in August that the second balloon flight had reached an 
altitude of 85,000 feet, to set a new world’s record for sounding balloons carrying full 
sized instruments for measuring cosmic rays, but a later check of the electroscope, 
thermometer and barometer, showed that the five balloons carrying the instruments 
aloft had reached 92,000 feet, an exceptional record. The fourth set of instruments 
sent aloft during the five flights has been received at Pasadena and laboratory work 
has been started on examination of the electroscope recordings, Dr. Millikan re 
ported to General Parker. 

Dr. Millikan reported exceptional success with this year’s experiments at Ft. Sam 
Houston conducted July 6 to 8 by Dr. Millikan and his assistant Dr. Victor Neher in 
cooperation with General Parker and U. S. Army Signal Corps personnel. 

Dr. Millikan reported that his investigations as recorded on instruments encased 
in metal-alloy balls and attached to flights of five sounding balloons for each set of 
instruments, showed that cosmic rays increase in intensity until an elevation of abeut 
60,000 feet is reached after which intensity decreases. 


Navy Enlisted Transportation—The demand for space on Naval Transports T 
turning to the United States from the Asiatic Station for the dependents of Naval 
personnel legally entitled thereto, has been, and will continue to be, very heavy. 
As a result thereof, considerable difliculty has been experienced by personnel below 
the rating of petty officer, first-class, in obtaining transportation for their dependents 
from the Asiatic Station to the United States. 

Similar difficulty is being experienced at Guam due to lack of space in trans 
ports and due further to the fact that commercial transportation is not available 
from that place. 

In view of the above circumstances the Bureau of Navigation will not hereaftet 
authorize transportation for dependents of personnel below the rating of first-class 
petty officer in transports to Guam and the Asiatic Station.

Secretary of War Appointment—While it is generally believed that President Roose- | 
velt is not considering an immediate appointment to fill the vacancy created by the 
death of Secretary of War Dern, there is opinion that he has given considerable 
thought to the selection. Because of the excellent manner in which he has conducted 
the relationship between the War Department and the White House, it is understood 
that Mr. Stephen T. Early, one of the President's secretaries, is being seriously con- 
sidered for the cabinet post. Mr. Early, himself a reserve officer, is well acquainted 
with the problems of the Department and is known and admired by many in the 
service. Another frequently mentioned is Governor McNutt of Indiana, the former 
commander of the American Legion. However, it is not expected that any selection 
will be made until after the elections and that Assistant Secretary Woodring will con- 
tinue to serve as Acting Secretary until that time. 


Twelfth Naval District—The Navy Department is expected to announce within a 
few days, the name of the flag officer to succeed Rear Adm. Edward H. Campbell, 
as commandant of the 12th Naval District, with headquarters at San Francisco. 
Admiral Campbell has received his orders, detaching him from duty and directing him 
to proceed to his home, having reached the statutory age for retirement. 

The command post of the 12th Naval District has assumed the highest importance 
in the estimation of the Navy, and in consequence, there is much speculation both in 
and out of the Navy on the west coast, as to the flag officer on whom the choice 
of commandant will fall. At the present time, the field appears to have narrowed 
down to Rear Adm. Arthur St. Clair Smith, now commandant at the Navy Yard, 
Mare Island, Rear Adm. Watt Tyler Cluverius, at present in command of the Fleet 
Base Force, whose cruise will not be completed until next March, and Rear Adm. 
Albert W. Marshall, now serving as commandant of the 15th naval district, with 
headquarters at Balboa, Canal Zone. 

Of these three, Admiral Marshall is the senior, and if he should be chosen, 
Admiral Smith would be continued on at Mare Island. The same would be the case, 
if Admiral Cluverius should be the choice, since he too is senior to Admiral Smith. 
In short, the commandant of the 12th District, must be senior to the commandant 
at Mare Island. 

The 12th naval district is regarded as second to none in importance as a shore 
administration post, the more so, now that flight operations at the shore bases are 
tending to center at the San Francisco Bay area on the Pacific coast. Ground will 
shortly be broken for the building of a great new naval air base at Alameda, across 
the Bay from San Francisco. On its completion, the center of effort of naval air 
operations on the west coast will be moved in great measure, from the present bases 
at San Diego and Long Beach. 

In this connection, it is noted that the Army air strategy for the defense of 
the Pacific coast, contemplates the San Francisco area as the principal region for 
its main offensive air base and for its supply and equipment base, the ground for 
which was broken last week, near Mather Field, near Sacramento.

His lectures at the Command 
and General Staff School are considered 
among the finest of their type and are 
deeply impressed upon the memories of 
those fortunate enough to have heard 
them. “Jimmy” Brees, as he is known to 
his friends, is a serious, thoughtful officer 
and an excellent horseman. He entered 
the service as a first lieutenant of the 
volunteer cavalry in "98. In the World 
War he distinguished himself as chief of 
staff of the 91st Division and of the 7th 
Army Corps, accompanying the latter into 
Germany and at one time serving as Act- 
ing Commander of the Corps. He was 
awarded the Distinguished Service 
Medal. 

General Ford, too, entered the service 
in "98, being commissioned a second lieu- 
tenant of Infantry with the 16th, then in 
Cuba, which regiment he later (1926) 
commanded. In the World War he was 
first detailed as an observer with the 39th 
British Division and later became Chief 
of Staff of the famous 27th Division.

He was awarded the Distinguished Ser- 
vice Medal for his service with the 27th 
division. General Ford is an affable, 
fenial and polished oflicer whose service 
in foreign countries, particularly his duty 
as military attache in Paris, has been 
marked by a building up of good will and 
understanding.

ce, The Personnel Division is further charged 
with furnishing G-4 with information as to 
the amount and location of shelter neces- 
sary for activities under its supervision. 

d, The functions of the War Department 
General Staff with reference to the selection, 
assignment, ete., of General Staff officers will 
be performed by the Personnel Division, sub- 
ject to the proviso that no officer will be as- 
signed to, or relieved from, either the War 
Department General Staff or the General Staff 
with troops without the personal approval 
of the Chief of Staff or the Deputy Chief of 
Staff. 

9 Military Intelligence Division, general 
duties.—a, The Military Intelligence Division 
is charged, in general, with those duties of 
the War Department General Staff which re- 
late to the collection, evaluation, and dis- 
semination of military information. 

6b, The Military Intelligence Division is 
specifically charged with the preparation of 
plans and policies and the supervision of all 
activities concerning— 

(1) Military topographical surveys and 
maps, including their reproduction and dis- 
tribution (except special situation maps pre- 
pared by G-3), 

(2) The custody of the General Staff map 
and photograph collection. 

(3) Military attachés, observers, and for- 
eign-language students, 

(4) Intelligence personnel of all units. 

(5) Liaison with other intelligence agencies 
of the Government and with duly aceredited 
foreign military attachés and missions. 

(6) Codes and ciphers. 

(7) Translations, 

(8) Public relations, to include all forms of 
publicity. See AR 600-700. 

(9) Censorship in time of war. 

10. Operations and Training Division, gen- 
eral duties.—a, The Operations and Training 
Division is charged, in general, with those 
duties of the War Department General Staff 
which relate to the organization, training, 
and operation of the military forces, and 
which are not hereinafter expressly assigned 
to the War Plans Division. 

b. The Operations and Training Division is 
specifically charged with the preparation of 
plans and policies and the supervision of 
activities concerning 

(1) Organization, including Tables of Or- 
ganization, for all branches of the Army of 
the United States. 

(2) Assignment of units to higher organi- 
zations. 

(3) So much of Tables of Basic Allowances, 
Tables of Allowances, and Tables of Kquip- 
ment as relate to the allotment of major 
items of equipment to units and the distri- 
bution of such items within units, 

(4) Distribution and training, including 
educational and vocational training of the 
Army of the United States, including the 
National Guard and Organized Reserves ; loca- 
tion of units of the Regular Army and Or- 
ganized Reserves. 

(5) All training and tactical publications. 

(6) The United States Military Academy ; 
special service schools; The Command and 
General Staff School, Fort Leavenworth, Kan- 
sas; and The Army War College. 

(7) Military training in civilian institutions 
and in civilian training camps. 

(8) Consultation with G-4 on types of 
equipment, and on major items such as guns, 
rifles, tanks, etc., consultation with WPD. 

(9) Priorities in assigning replacements and 
equipment, and important priorities affecting 
mobilization, 

(10) Movement of troops, to include those 
necessary in the executive of the approved 
plan of strategical deployment prepared by 
the War Plans Division (movements of sup- 
ply, technical, and labor troops not employed 
as combat units to be made on request of 
G-4). 

(11) Military police. 

(12) The system of military publications. 

11. Supply Division, general duties. — a, 
The Supply Division is charged, in general, 
with those duties of the War Department 
General Staff which relate to the supply of 
the Army. 

b. The Supply 


Division is specifically 








charged with the duty of preparing basic 
supply plans in such detail as will enable 
the several supply arms and services of the 
Army to prepare detailed plans for the ac- 
complishment of their several missions and 
with the adjustment of such basic plans to 
meet the changing military needs and the 
limitations of appropriations or procurement 
possibilities, 

In the development of the detailed plans 
the arms and services will request decisions 
on military questions from the Supply Di- 
vision, General Staff, and decisions on busi-

ec. The Supply Division is also charged with 
the preparation of plans and policies and 
the supervision of activities concerning 

(1) Distribution, storage, and issue of sup- 
plies. 

(2) Transportation by land and water, in 
cluding ports of embarkation and their nec- 
essary auxiliaries, 

(3) Traffic control (the police of roads and 
routes to be ordered by G-3 on plans formu- 
lated by G-4). 

(4) Tables of Basic Allowances, Tables of 
Allowances, and Tables of Equipment, the 
quantities and types of military supplies re- 
quired for the use of the Army and essen- 
tial to the military program, time and prior- 
ities of delivery pertaining thereto, types ond 
priorities to be determined in agreement with 
G-3 and in the case of major items in con- 
sultation also with WPD; Tables of Basic 
Allowances, Tables of Allowances, and Tables 
of Equipment to be in agreement with G-3 
insofar as concerns allotments and distri- 
bution of major items.

(6) Leasing of War Department 
and issuing of revocable licenses.

(9) Property responsibility and 
ability. 

d. The Supply Division is further charged, 
in coordination with other divisions of the 
War Department General Staff, with the de- 
termination and statement of plans and pol- 
icies governing the preparation of estimates 
for funds for military purposes and prior- 
ities pertaining thereto, and, when necessary, 
with the restatement of such priorities to 
govern the expenditure of all funds appro- 
priated. 

«. The Supply Division is also charged 
with the formulation of policies and projects 
governing— 

(1) The procurement of real estate in con- 
nection with the training, shelter, and hous- 
ing of troops, and with the storage, distri- 
bution, and issue of supplies. 

(2) The procurement (not involving pro- 
curement of real estate), construction, repair, 
maintenance, and disposition of buildings and 
all utilities connected therewith (except in- 
sofar as relates solely to procurement). 

12. War Plans Division, general duties. 
a, The War Plans Division is charged, in 
general, with those duties of the War Depart- 
ment General Staff which relate to the formu- 
lation of plans for the use in the theater of 
war of the military forces, separately or in 
conjunction with the naval forces, in the na- 
tional defense. 

b. The War Plans Division is specifically 
charged with the preparation of plans and 
policies and the supervision of activities con- 
cerning 

(1) Location and armament of coast and 
land fortifications, 

(2) Estimate of forces required and times 
at which they may be needed under the vari- 
ous possible conditions necessitating the use 
of troops in the national defense. 

(3) The initial strategical development 
(plans and orders for the movement of troops 
to execute the initial development to be the 
duty of the Operations and Training Divi- 
sion). 

(4) Actual operations in the theater of war. 

(5) Consultation with the Operations and 
Training Division and the Supply Division 
on major items of equipment. 

(6) Peace maneuvers, command post exer- 
cises, terrain exercises, and staff rides in- 
volving units higher than an Army, joint 
Army and Navy exercises and exercises in- 
volving tests.of war plans. 

13. The General Council.—a. Creation and 
function.—For the purpose of periodically 
reviewing and properly coordinating all major 
War Department projects, and passing on 
matters of current policy, there is hereby 
created under the Chief of Staff, The General 
Council. 

b. Composition, 

(1) The General Council will be composed 
of the Deputy Chief of Staff, who will be 
president of The General Council, the assis- 
tant chiefs of staff, and the executive officer 
of the Assistant Secretary of War. 

(2) The Adjutant General, the chiefs of 
arms and other services, the Commandant of

the Army War College, the Chief of the Na- 
tional Guard Bureau, and the Executive for 
Reserve Affairs, Office of the Chief of Staff 
will be directed to sit as members of The 
General Council during the discussion of 
any important subject bearing upon their 
individual responsibilities. They may elect 
to sit during the discussion of any important 
subject in which they are interested. 

c. Secretary ; records. The secretary of the 
General Staff will act as secretary for The 
General Council. No records will be kept 
except those necessary to record dates of 
meetings, officers present, questions consid- 
ered, and action taken. In the absence of 
the Deputy Chief of Staff, the senior assistant 
chief of staff present will preside. 

d. Recommendations._-The General Council 
will report its recommendations to the Chief 
of Staff. 

ec. Relations with the War Council.—When 
important matters of General Staff policy are 
brought before The War Council, the Chief 
of Staff will present the recommendations 
of The General Council thereon. 

Section Il 
GENERAL STAFF WITH TROOPS 

Organization; distribution of duties, para- 
graph 14. 

14. Organization; distribution of duties.— 
The general staff at each headquarters will 
be organized into four divisions. The duties 
performed by these divisions will be similar 
to those performed by the first four divi- 
sions of the War Department General Staff 
and are prescribed in Staff Officers’ Field 
Manuel, Part One. For war planning, see 
AR 160-10. Mobilization planning is a fune- 
tion of the General Staff as a whole and not 
of any particular division thereof. 


Shipment of Private Automobiles 


Regulations governing the shipment of 
privately owned automobiles were further 
amended this week so as to take into ac- 
count the new act of Congress which 
again permits the shipment of such auto- 
mobiles on Army transports, provided 
space is available. 

The changes, affecting AR 30-960, fol- 
low: 

1. Section Il, Circular No, 28, War Depart- 
ment, 1935, as amended by Section I, Cir- 
cular No, 35, War Department, 1936, is re- 
scinded, effective at the close of June 30, 1936. 

2. Pending the revision of AR 30-960, June 
12, 1931, the following changes in those regu- 
lations are published, effective July 1, 1936: 

9. Definition.—Authorized baggage consists 
of household goods and other personal prop- 
erty; but it does not include personal bag- 
gage carrried free on tickets, professional 
books and papers, groceries, provisions, nor 
automobiles (see sec. 209, act June 30, 1982 
(47 Stat. 405; U. S. C. 5:828a; sec. 1633a, M. 
L., 1929)). Privately-owned automobiles may 
be shipped as excess baggage with the au- 
thorized change ‘of station allowance of bag- 
gage by commercial means of transportation 
upon the agreement of the owner to bear any 
expense incident thereto from personal funds; 
collection will be made as prescribed in para- 
graph 24. Such automobiles may not be 
shipped as excess baggage or otherwise with 
the effects of deceased persons, nor with au- 
thorized baggage of Reserve officers or Army 
nurses on termination of active duty or en- 
listed men of the first four grades of ten or 
more years of service discharged on account 
of disability. 

12. When shipment authorized. 

b. The effects of officers, Army nurses, 
warrant officers, cadets, United States Mill- 
tary Academy, flying cadets, enlisted men, oF 
civilian employees, who die in the service, 
may be shipped from their last duty stations 
and/or places of storage to such places 8 
may be the homes of their legal heirs. The 
term “effects” as used in this subparagraph 
is held to mean household goods and other 
personal property, including personal effects, 
and professional books and papers, but with- 
out limitation as to weight; but it does not 
include automobiles (see par. 9). See e below. 

19. Shipment by Army Transport.—a. Al- 
lowances.—The individuals enumerated in 
paragraph 10a traveling by transport pur- 
suant to orders directing a change of station 
are authorized to ship by transport the al- 
lowances prescribed in paragraph 10a, plus 
10 percent additional on east-bound ship- 
ments. These allowances will precede, accom 
pany, or follow such persons in accordance 
with their wishes, provided that there is 
space available on the transport, and pro- 
vided further that the 10 percent additional 
on east-bound shipment does not displace 
other necessary shipments. Subject to the 
availability of space and such rules as may 
be issued by The Quartermaster General, the 
transportation on Army _ vessels, without 
charge, of privately-owned automobiles of 
Regular Army personnel upon change of sta 
tion is authorized. (See annual transporta- 
tion acts.) This tranportation of such auto 
mobiles is not subject to the limitations upo? 
the allowance of baggage prescribed in these 
regulations nor to the excess baggage rates 
prescribed by the Secretary of War.

Argonne offensives. After the Armistice 
he commanded Embarkation Camp No. 
1, St. Nazaire, until July, 1919. General 
Parsons was awarded the Distinguished 
Service Medal for his work at St. Nazaire 
and the Distinguished Service Cross for 
his service with the 4th Division. ‘“Havy- 
ing volunteered to take command of a 
battalion whose commander had _ been 
wounded,” his citation reads, “Colonel 
Parsons was knocked down by hostile 
shellfire, but he succeeded in rallying his 
men and kept them well organized, so as 
to withstand the heavy fire of the enemy. 
On the following day he assumed com- 
mand of the regiment and commanded it 
in successful attacks, refusing to be 
evacuated after being so severely gassed 

that he was unable to see.”

it will thus be available to join the new 
European Squadron in the event it is 
needed in Spanish waters. Comdr. J. 8. 
Bayliss has relieved Comdr. Earl J. Rose 
in command. 


Another of the new cutters, the Wm. J. 
Duane will arrive at the Washington 
Navy Yard Sept. 30 for a six-day stay. 
This will enable Navy as well as Coast 
Guard officials in Washington to obtain 
their first glimpse of one of the new ships, 
designed and built for use by the Navy in 
time of war. 

To strengthen Government forces fight- 
ing West Coast narcotic smuggling, a re- 
assignment of vessels was ordered this 
week which will send two more of the 
new 527-foot cutters to the Pacific. 

The Roger B. Taney and Samuel D. 
Ingham, originally scheduled to be sta- 
tioned at Boston will go to Honolulu and 
Port Angeles respectively. The Alexander 
Hamilton, to be completed next Spring, 
was to have been stationed at Honolulu. 
Under the realignment, it will go to San 
Francisco, as it was desired to have the 
Roger B. Taney, nearly completed, there 
earlier. Two 250-foot cutters, the Chelan, 
now at Seattle and the Tahoe, now at San 
Francisco will go to Boston in place of 
the larger ships. 

Assignments of the other new cutters 
remain unchanged. The George W. Camp- 
bell will be at New York, the William J. 
Duane at San Francisco, John C. Spencer 
at Cordova, Alaska, and the George M. 
Bibb, San Juan, P. R. 

Another move in the narcotic smuggling 
campaign involves the creation of a 
Honolulu Section of the San Francisco 
Division. Some time ago, the Southern 
Californian Section was established to as- 
sire greater cooperation of Coast Guard 
units in the Los Angeles area with other 
Treasury enforcement agencies. The 
Present move follows the same _ policy. 
Oomdr. Stanley V. Parker commands the 
hew section. 

Lt. Jay A. Kerrins will begin a three- 
year law course at George Washington 
University next week, in accordance with 
orders. Lt. Comdr. A. ©. Richmond and 
Lt. R. R. Curry have completed one year 
at the George Washington Law School. 
They are the first officers ever assigned 
to take a course of law.

Admiral Stickney died at the Naval 

ospital, Norfolk, Virginia, Sept. 13, 1936. 

© was survived by his wife, Mrs. Jennie 
Griffin Stickney, 252 West Bute Street, 
Norfolk, Va. 

Admiral Stickney was born in Pep- 





perell, Mass., Dec. 10, 1867, and was ap- 
pointed to the Naval Academy from the 
Ninth District of Kentucky in 1884. He 
was retired from active duty in January 
1922, because of physical disability in- 
curred in line of duty. He received two 
decorations from the Navy—the Medal of 
Honor for his service during the engage- 
ment at Vera Cruz, Mexico, April 21, 1914, 
and the Navy Cross for exceptionally 
meritorious service as commanding offi- 
cer of the USS Vermont during the World 
War. He also was awarded a silver life 
saving medal from the Treasury Depart- 
ment for rescuing a coxswain of the USS 
South Dakota from drowning in April, 
1910. 

During the Spanish American war, he 
served in the USS lowa, and during 1899 
and 1900 wus attached to the USS Prince- 
ton. After duty at the Norfolk Navy 
Yard and at the Naval Academy, he was 
assigned to the USS South Dakota as 
executive officer. THe was Inspector of the 
{th Light House District, Philadelphia, 
from 1910 until 1912 when he was ordered 
to command the USS Prairie during 1913 
and until October 1914 when he was ap- 
pointed administrator of customs and 
captain of the port of Vera Cruz. Upon 
the completion of that duty he attended 
the Naval War College, Newport, Rhode 
Island, and in 1915 was ordered to com- 
mand the Vermont. In June 1918, he was 
appointed a member of the Board of In- 
spection and Survey and in October 1919 
was transferred to San Francisco, as 
senior member of the Board to survey 
vessels on the Pacifle Coast, with addi- 
tional duty as senior member of the 12th 
Naval District section of the Joint Army 
and Navy board for the survey of mer- 
chant vessels. He was relieved of that 
additional duty in June, 1920, but con- 
tinued as senior member of the Naval 
Board of inspection and survey until 
June, 1921, when he was appointed Com- 
mander, Train, Pacific Fleet. He was re- 
tired from active duty in January, 1922. 

In May, 1925, Rear Admiral Stickney 
was appointed a member of a board to 
consider claims of contractors and served 
until March 11, 1926 when he was released 
from active duty. 


Col. Dwight W. Ryther, USA-Ret., 
died suddenly in Buffalo, N. Y., on the 
morning of Sept. 8, 1936, following an 
attack of influenza, from which he had 
apparently recovered. 

The funeral was held at his home on 
Abbott Road, Lackawanna, N. Y., on the 
eleventh, interment being in the family 
cemetery in North Evans. 

Born at North Evans in 1869, Colonel 
Ryther attended West Point for a year 
and then enlisted in the ranks, advancing 
rapidly to receive his commission three 
years later. His military service em- 
braced three wars. 

Colonel Ryther was awarded the Silver 
Star “for gallantry in action against 
Spanish forces at Santiago, Cuba, July 
1, 1898;” and the Oak Leaf Cluster “for 
gallantry in action against hostile Moros 
at Bud Dajo Island of Jolo, Philippine 
Islands, March 5 to 8, 1906.” 

During the interim between the Philip- 
pine Insurrection and the World War, 
Colonel Ryther served on several posts, 
largely with the 6th Inf. As commander 
of the disciplinary battalion at the mili- 
tary prison at Ft. Leavenworth, -he in- 
troduced the honor system and achieved 
marked success in restoring his men to 
the service. The battalion was rated at 
the time second only to the West Point 
cadets in execution of close-order forma- 
tions. 

On the entry of the United States into 
the World War Colonel Ryther was sent 
to Camp Pike, Arkansas, where he 
trained the 348th Inf. In France he 
served with the Service of Supply, com- 
manding the work of that organization 
in the Bordeaux sector and remaining 
across until six months after the end of 
the War. 

Returning to this country, he entered 
the School of the Line at Ft. Leaven- 
worth, following which he was assigned 
as P. M. S. & T. at the University of 
Georgia. He later assumed command of 
the 22nd Inf., at Ft. McPherson, Ga., 
transferring two years later to be Chief 
of Staff of the Eighty-ninth Division, 





Reserve, with Omaha, 
Neb. 

It was as commanding officer of the 7th 
Inf., stationed at Vancouver Bks., that 
Colonel Ryther was retired on May 24, 
1933, after forty-five years of Army ser- 
vice. 

During the many years of service to 
his country, Colonel Ryther was loved 
and respected by his men and his fellow- 
officers. His bright personality, his gentle 
firmness in command, his personal and 
sympathetic interest in those about him, 
his devotion to the country and the flag 
which he served—all have endeared him 
to the hearts of many. 

Colonel Ryther is survived by his wife, 
Mrs. Jean Troxel Ryther, Ft.

Urges Increase in Reserve Corps 

Ft. Sam Houston, Tex.—Expansion of 
the Officers Reserve Corps is one of the 
most pressing needs at the present time 
in building up a proper national defense 
for the United States, Maj. Gen. Frank 
Parker, Commanding the Third Army and 
the Eighth Corps Area, said in an address 
at Dallas, Tex., Sept. 10. 

General Parker spoke at a luncheon 
in his honor given at the Dallas Athletic 
Club by the Dallas Reserve Officer’s Assgo- 
ciation, a part of the observance of Gen- 
eral Parker Day at the Texas Centennial 
Celebration. 

General Parker recommended that the 
Officers Reserve Corps be maintained at 
an effective strength of one hundred and 
twenty thousand. He stated that this 
strength could be brought about by in- 
creasing the output of the ROTC. 

Force too Small 

Pointing to the small strength of some 
90,000 reserve officers on the eligible list, 
General Parker said this number is not 
nearly enough to supplement the 12,00 
officers in the Regular Army and the 20,- 
000 National Guard Officers in the event 
of an emergency. 

“Because of the ravages of advancing 
years and other factors, it is doubtful if 
more than half of the reserve officers 
would be able to stand the hardships of 
actual combat,’ General Parker said. 

“War is a young man’s game and we 
need large numbers of young officers at 
all times,” he said. “In addition the toll 
of war begins immediately we are ina 
conflict, and replacements must be ready,” 
the General stated. 

General Parker said also that officers 
must have frequent training to keep 
abreast of the constant changes in arms 
and war practices. 

General Parker Day was _ specifically 
sponsored by the veterans of the World 
War First Division. 

Greetings From General Pershing 

At a dinner given General Parker, 
Thursday evening, in the Baker Hotel by 
First Division veterans from Oklahoma 
and Texas, a Jetter from General John J, 
Pershing, the World War A. E. IF. Com 
mander was read. 

The letter addressed to the program 
chairman, from Paris, France, dated Aug. 
11, 1936, read in part: “I appreciate very 
much your cordial invitation on behalf 
of the Texas and Oklahoma veterans of 
the First Division to be with you at your 
testimonial dinner to General Parker, and 
regret exceedingly that absence from the 
country at the time prevents my accep 
tance.” 

“You veterans of the gallant First cao 
testify to the splendid services rendered 
by General Parker during the World Wat. 
His record with your division was out 
standing. In fact, his entire military 
career has been marked by loyal and dis 
tinguished service. I shall be pleased if 
you will convey to him my most cordial 
greetings, and a warm welcome to the 
retired list.” 


Navigation Officials on Trip 

Rear Adm. Adolphus Andrews, Chief of 
the Bureau of Navigation and Capt. Rat 
dall Jacobs, Director of Enlisted Persol- 
nel, Bureau of Navigation, will leave 
Washington, Sept. 24, for an inspection 
trip of Naval activities in Chicago and 
on the West Coast. A 

They will arrive in Chicago, Sept. 29 
and leave late that night, entraining for 
Seattle. Arriving at Seattle, Sept. 28, they 
will spend two days reviewing units 12 
that locality, then moving on to San Frat 
cisco, After two days at the Golden Gate 
they will arrive in Los Angeles, Oct. 2. 
Four days will be spent in the vicinity of 
Los Angeles and San Diego, They leave 
the former city, Oct. 6 for Dallas, Admiral 
Andrews’ home town, and expect to stay 
over for a short time, for the Texas CeD- 
tennial, returning to Washington later. 
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National Rifle Matches 

Repeating their accomplishment of the 
past few years the Marine Corps team 
won the National Rifle Team Match, the 
feature event of the National Rifle 
Matches, Sept. 12, with a score of 2830. 

The Infantry team was second, fol- 
lowed closely by the Cavalry, the Engi- 
neers, and the Coast Guard teams. The 
Massachusetts National Guard took high 
honors among the Guard entries to win 
the Soldier of Marathon Trophy, and 7th 
Corps Area ROTC team won the Minute- 
man Trophy topping the ROTC and CMTC 
contestants. Eugene A. Ross of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia Civilian Team had the 
highest individual score—292—to win the 
Pershing Trophy and Gold Medal. 

The Marines were second in the Na- 
tional Pistol Team Match, won by the 
Los Angeles Police with a score of 1264.

The Fifth Regiment of Marines 
won the Championship Regiment Team 
Match, while the Coast Guard team was 
the winner in the Enlisted Men’s Team 
Match. Sgt. Claude N. Harris of the 
USMC Team and BM le Melvon O. Wil- 
son of the Coast Guard were first in the 
Scott Trophy and Camp Perry Instruc- 
tor’s Trophy Matches respectively. 

In the Infantry Match, 48 teams of 
eight men each competed. The problem 
fred involves deploying the squad in a 
skirmish line at five pace intervals and 
then moving forward at a signal to the 
600 yard firing line. Seven of the men 
are armed with the service rifle and one 
with the Browning automatic rifle. The 
Marines had a score of 493, besting the 
Washington National Guard, 481, the 
Cavalry, 472, and the Infantry with 463. 

Winning the Enlisted Men’s Match, the 
Coast Guard with a score of 569 bested 
the Infantry second with 568 and the 
Marines with 563. The standing of the

West Point, N. Y.—Army scrimmages 
have disclosed that Lt. “Gar” Davidson's 
grooming detail has its work cut out for 
it this year.

Naval Architects Meet 

More than 180 representatives of the 
world’s major technical marine groups 
and shipbuilders from nine nations meet 
this week in New York for the interna- 
tional convention of the Society of Naval 
Architects and Marine Engineers. This 
six-day convention started at the home of 
the society’s president, Rear Adm. George 
H. Rock, USN,-Ret., at the Webb Institute 
of Naval Architecture, of which he is 
superintendent. 

After registration by delegates from the 
United States, Germany, France, Great 
Britain, Italy, Spain, Japan, Sweden and 
Canada, at the society’s convention head- 
quarters, buses were provided to carry 
them to the reception and official welcome 
at the institute at Webb and Sedgwick 
Avenues in the Bronx. 

Plans have been made, it was said, to 
inspect a number of ship building con- 
cerns on the East Coast, but in view of 
the fact that most of them have naval 
vessels under construction and the Navy 
Department refused permission for in- 
spection under those conditions, little was 
done along those lines. 

In an address at a formal dinner ten- 
dered the delegates, Tuesday night, 
Homer L. Ferguson, president of the New- 
port News Shipbuilding and Dry Dock 
Corporation, referred to the situation but 
did not mention the Navy Department. 

“We had hoped,” he said, “to show you 
some of our shipyards but some people 
think a naval architect has a_ photo- 
graphic mind and that whenever he sees 
a piece of steel he can fit it into place 
immediately and evaluate it. I can walk 
through our shipyard and won't know 
what a good many things are being used 
for.” 

The entertainment committee revised 
its program to suit the Navy Depart- 
ment’s request and took the visitors to 
West Point, to the Naval Acfidemy at 
Annapolis and today, will take them to 
Washington. 





Financial Digest 

The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 101 leading cities 
on Sept. 9 shows increases for the week 
of $170,000,000 in total loans and invest- 
ments, $51,000,000 in demand deposits- 
adjusted, $41,000,000 in deposit balances 
standing to the credit of domestic banks, 
and $27,000,000 in reserve balances with 
Federal Reserve banks. 

Loans to brokers and dealers in New 
York City increased $70,000,000 at banks 
in New York City and at all reporting 
member banks. Loans to brokers and 
dealers outside New York City increased 
$8,000,000, and loans on securities to 
others (except banks) increased $17,000,- 
000 in the New York district and $25,- 
000,000 at all reporting banks. Holdings 
of acceptances and commercial paper 
bought declined $3,000,000. Real estate 
loans increased $1,000,000, loans to banks 
$23,000,000, and “other loans” increased 
$22,000,000 in the New York district, and 
$49,000,000 at all reporting member banks. 

Holdings of United States Government 
direct obligations increased $10,000,000 in 
the San Francisco district, $8,000,000 each 
in the New York and Cleveland districts, 
and declined $39,000,000 in the Chicago 
district, and $13,000,000 at all reporting 
member banks. Holdings of obligations 
fully guaranteed by the United States 
Government increased $1,000,000, and 





holdings of “other securities” increased 
$9,000,000. 

Demand deposits-adjusted increased 
$15,000,000 in the Philadelphia district, 
$14,000,000 in the Chicago district, $10,- 
000,000 in the Cleveland district, and $51,- 
000,000 at all reporting member banks, 
and declined $20,000,000 in the New York 
district. Deposit balances of other domes- 
tic banks increased $14,000,000 in the 
Chicago district, $11,000,000 in the At- 
lanta district, and $41,000,000 at all re- 
porting member banks, and declined $17,- 
000,000 in the New York district.
